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Student Council Reopens 
Nominations for Elections; 
Repeats Charge of Politics'

• LACK OF COMPETmON In 
the coming elections caused the 
Student Council Sunday after- 
noon to. reopen nominations for 
entire slate of office. The 
new deadline for the submission 
of petitions has been extended 
to midnight of Thursday. 

Council charged that or- 
gmized politics had scared out 
a niunbtr of potential candldatee. 
Three of the five aspirants to the 
post were present at 

^*s appeal to keep coSjHions out 
ot the election. 

A. Council spokesman announced 
that in addition to the five candi- 
dates for the presidency, ten other 
students had turned In petitions 
to compete for the other offlees. 
These are divided as follows: 
Comptroller. 2; Secretary, 2; So- 
cial Chairman, 1; Advocate. 2; Ac- 
tivities Director. 1; Program Di- 
rector, 1; and Publicity Director. 1. 
No petitions were received for the 
Freshmen Director post Names of 
the candidates were withheld. 
PoUlteal Bfachines StIU Extot 
Although no one organization 
waa blamed for disruption of the 
election, the Council acknowledged 
that political machlnee and factions 
continued to exist despite the pro- 
vision la the election rules that 
candidates will be disqualified for 
organized participation la the cam- 
paign. 

Recently the Council passed an 
amendment abolishing the old sys- 
tem of organized polltlca in favor 
of the merit system. The revision 
of this section of the constitution 
marked the first major deviation 
from the old procedure In modem 
university history. Council mem- 
bers stated that the merit system 
had proved successful in other 
schools throughout the country, 
and that It was designed to func- 
tion here as a war measure to con- 
oerve the time, effort and money 
of the student body. 

New Boles Stated 
Under the old«system, students 
desiring to run for office needed 
the completion of forty-five semes- 
ter hours before they could qualify. 
The new amendment requires 
twelve hours and two semesters of 
residence as students of the Uni- 
versity. This requirement applies 
to all positions except those of 
President and Activities Director. 

The presidential post competition 
calls for twenty-four hours and 
four semesters of residence at the 
Univarsity. while that of Activities 
X>lractor requires righteen hours 
and three semesters. 

Otter requirements for candi- 
dacy call for a certificate from the 
Reglatrar to prove satisfaction of 
rtsidtnet and scholarship, and cer- 
tification from the board or bead 
of a student organization to satisfy 
the major activity requisite. 

Tha Qualifications Committee, 
ertileb wtn pass upon the individual 
pe titio ns tor candidacy, will ba 
formed this week and wUl function 
under the direction of the Student 
Council Advocate.

The medical school will have to 
form a separate detachment. 

Squads which will be composed of 
5 to 15 qualified persons will be ar- 
ranged so that they may be avail- 
able In the rooms every hour of the 
day. Evening classes present the 
most difficult problem. 

A complete list of First Aid 
trained people has been submitted 
and their programs will be coord- 
inated. 

Members will receive supplemen- 
tary training with emphasis and 
additional practice on the type ot 
injuries most likely to result from 
fires, collapse ot buildings and 
other mass calamities. Attention 
will be given to handling and to 
transportation. Stretcher drill and 
working without light wlU have 
full consideration.

Dir- 
ector Gordon Calvert revealed that 
s total of 262 books were sold and 
$978.30 taken In, breaking last year's 
sales record by 55 books snd more 
than doubling the cash intake.

Mar- 
shall Gardner received a S5 first 
prize as the Individual netting the 
higteat number of book saltt, while 
M ert on Johann waa preaeatod with 
a S3 sOcond prize. 

After the aubtractlon of $1A20 
for expenses Incurred In making 
the, Buff and Blue night awards 
snd hiring door men for the All U 
snd Varsity affairs. 196010 was 
turned ,ln to make* up the biggest 
part of the Student Council Income 
this year. 

Book Sales Non-Profit 

Since the Student Council pays 
the greater expenses of the Co-op 
Book management along with Ita 
other debts, the sales have always 
been considered non-profit. 

"Although we expected a student 
demand for some 300 to 400 books,** 
laid Paul McCIenon, Student Coun- 
cil Comptroller, “the sales were 
still very satisfactory.** 

To date, however. 57 of the 262 
Co-op books sold bavc not been 
paid in full. The H27.X due from 
these would have brought the total 
cash Intake up to $110650. 

Last year, a total of 207 books 
were sold and between $400 and 
$500 netted. The smaller cash re- 
turns were due In part to a lower- 
priced Co^p book at that time. 

Most of the books sold this year 
at $140. with a reduction to $330 
during the second semester.

War Work 

Dean Confers 
With Students 
On Cordination 

• WITH A VIEW toward inte- 
grating activities of students 
and faculty more closely with 
the Nation’s war effort, the Uni- 
versity has inaugurate a War 
Service Program under the di- 
rection of Dean William C. 
Johnstone of the Junior College, 
It was announced yesterday. 

Building the program up to 
full momentum, Dean Johnstohe 
has been holding meetings with t|e 
Student Council and leadtrs |f 
campus activities to determlM 
what measures are now teli^ 
taken by students and organiza- 
tions. In addition, war ttrvice 
prpjaeta have been allocated to stu- 
.dent groupa tn pravnnt 4upli6atioa 
of effort. 

Dean Johnstone's office will pro- 
vide a channel of Information and 
clearing hours for war activities 
on campus, under the pretent set 
up. and furnish a means by which 
requests for volunteer help from 
organizations In nearby communi- 
ties can be passed on to student 
groups. 

Already, response of students 
and faculty to requests for First 
Aid training and for volunteer 
work with the University's Civilian 
Protection Services has been term- 
ed “gratifying" by local authorities. 
Many student organizations. It was 
atat^, have reviewed spring ac- 
tivities and modified them to meet 
needs of war time. Specifically, 
Omlcron Delta Kappa has taken 
charge of the Blood Bank and 
members of the Women's Athletic 
Association have a campaign under 
way to stimulate sales of War 
StampFS and Bonds. 

The group of students working 
with the Junior College head In- 
cluding the Student Council. Is act- 
ing as a coordinating group for tha 
entire program. While one com- 
mittee Is making plans for soldier 
entertainment locally, another is at 
work on a survey of. all student 
organizations and activities to de- 
termine how their functions can 
be integrated with the War Servtoe 
Program. It Is expected that this 
survey will be completed during 
the summer. 

In Inaugurating the Universlty*s 
War Service Program. Dean John- 
stone has emphasized that good 
scholarship is the first essential for 
students who want to serve their 
country. In a letter to the presi- 
dents of mil student organizations 
Dean Johnstone said, "In this war 
tha continuance of college and uni- 
versity training Is necessary and 
vital. This means that qach student 
must use his opportunity for edu- 
cation to the fullest. 

"The student who procrastinates 
in his studies," it continued, tte 
student who falls hli courses, tte 
student who dots not do his utmost 
to improve his mind and add te 
his knowledge, is Just as much a 
slacker as the worker who loafs on 
his war Job or tte soldier who 
quits. The demands for college 
trained men and women are far 
greater than they have ever been 
before. These demands come from 
the armed services, from Industry 
and from govammMit **lh^ry stu- 
dent In college must help meet 
this demand by ueing his oppor- 
tunities for education to tte foUset 
extent.'* U oonttnued.

Rlectlea Time

These physical re- 
quirements vary according to the plan, but In nearly all plans the 
physical requirements have been relaxed to permit many college- 
trained individuals to slip in under the wire. 

If the applicant it accepted, he is admitted into the Mrvice 
and placad on inactive duty until he graduates, providing In most 
eaaaa. that he nwlntaina hli scholastic rating. Should he fall here, 
he would be immediately taken for active service. Following brief 
preliminary training upon graduation, the appHcant usually be- 
eomet an officer.

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Frat Men Get 
Better Grades 
Survey Shows 
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(Se« Page S Story on Oradea) 

• FRATERNITY MEN rink higher 
tn scholarihlp than non-fraternity 
men in the United States for the 
twelfth consecutive yeiri according 
to a survey covering Institutions of 
higher learning which has Just been 
released by the National Interfra- 
ternity Conference. 

The nitlon-wlde survey made by 
Dr. Alvan E. Duerr of the Manufac- 
turers Trust Company of New York 
City Included the scholMtlc records 
of more than 75,000 undergraduate 
members of the 2.S89 chapters be- 
longing to 60 national fraternltlea 
establlahed at 180 colleges and uni- 
versities. When - fraternity men 
passed unorganized men In scholar- 
ship for the first time In 1928-1930. 
there were only 125 Institutions 
which furnished scholastic records 
covering 80.000 fraternity members. 

The average rating of all fratern- 
ities throughout the country for the 
tcademie year lMO-1941 la .036 per 
cent above the composite all-men’s 
average of their Inatttutiona. tUtee 
the report, and therefore propor- 
tionately higher than the average 
of alt non-fraternity men. The mar- 
gin. however, la the narrowest since 
1998-1830. This might be due. Dr. 
Duerr points out, to disturbed con- 
ditions resulting from the national 
emergency, aa no prevloua survey 
had revealed ao many complete re- 
voraala of form between Mmeitra 
on th part of Individual chapters. 

The outstanding record for gen- 
eral fraternity toholarahip wee 
made at Washington College In 
Maryland, where the group average 
waa 33 per oent better than the all- 
men’s. Qentenary College followed 
cloaeiy with 23 per cent. At Tran- 
sylvania. Davldaon. Mingapa, Ala« 
bama Polyteohnle. Furman, Mlwii* 
slppl State, and Miaalulppl College, 
the fraternities were ten per cent 
or mere above the all-men'a aver- 
aga. 

In the Middle Atlantic StatN ST 
Inatitutiona are above the all men's 
warage rating. Among thaie the 
loaders are Waahlngten (Allege 
with 23.1 per cent above the all 
men's averse and Dickinson Col- 
lege with tJ per cent above. 

Leading in this district of tha 
:‘.ountiy are Columbia University's 
Zeta Beta Tau chapter with 38 per 
rent above the all men. Rochester 
University's Kappa Nu chapter with 
33 per cent above. Union College's 
Kappa Nu chapter with 38 Mr cent 
above, and Washington College’s 
Theta Chi chapter with 89 per cent 
above. On two of the campuses In 
this area. Washington College and 
Susquehanna College, ell the fra- 
ternities are above the all men’s 
average.

• QUIETLY PERFORMING Uie coaching Job of the year aa far 
as University athletics are concerned is Vinnie De Angelis, current- 
ly serving his first year at the helm of the baseball team. On paper 
his record isn't particularly outstanding. It's three won and as 
many lost. Closer scrutiny shows that two of these defeats were 
by one run, and tte third by two runs. You can't come much 
closer to winning than that and still not win. 
But merely coming close is not enough. IBa 

■ claim to a good job of coaching lies in the fact 
that he has won three games and come close to 
winning the three that he has lost, all with one 
pitcher. Incredibly enough, that is a fact. Vinnie 
Dc Angelis has a veteran team that can hit and 
field and he has one pitcher. Red Kolak. . 

To be sure, Aaron Silverman, anonter 
pitcher, is on hand, but Aaron is ineligible and 
so might just as weU not be there except for his 
usefulness as a batting practice pitcher. Forced 
by this circumstance to cast almut wildly for 
anybody remotely resembling a pitcher, Vinnie 
came up with two men, Bobby Gilham and Billy 
Robertson, regular second baseman and catcher respectively. Both 
of them have done remarkably well, especially in view of the fact 
that neither had had any college hurling experience whatsoever. 

Bobby, facing the Maryland team that later heat North Caro- 
lina, defending Southern Conference champs, with little more than 
a stout heart and a fair curve, was beaten by the Terps on a judged 
fly ball. Robertson beat Virginia and lost to Villanova on an error 
In the tenth inning. 

Vinnie De Angelis has only one pitcher, but he has other assets 
that tend to relieve the defflclency. He demands brainy, heads-up 
play. “You have to hustle when you haven’t got any pitchers,” hi 
says, and his players do. He is an inspirational leader. His playera 
have caught from him his enthusiasm for the game, and also his 
excessive dislike of the griper. Any grumbling over an error or 
bonehead play is equivalent to a one-way ticket to the bench. 

Captain of the team is Roy McNeil, serious and hard-working 
shortstop, and the spark plug is hard-boiled, barrel-chested Billy 
Robertson, who hates to lose and loves bis base hits, and doesn't 
care if the world knows it. 

Coming from New York City, where he was acclaimed the best 
schoolboy hurler in that area, De Angelis carved out an unbeatable 
record for the University as a pitcher on the team that Coach Ed 
Morris called the best he ever coached. He was selected to succeed 
Morris when Morris had to resign as head baseball coach. 

After having given his word to the University that he would 
help guide the fortunes of the nine for this season, D«..Angella 
declined a lieutenancy in the Physical Education Department of 
the Army. He declined a job doing the thing that he would Ilka 
more than anything else in the world because he didn’t want to 
leave the University on the spot for a baseball coach. Add to these 
the fact that he is slated for induction into the Army in June, as a 
private, and that he knew that when he tum^ down the officer- 
ship, and you have some idea of the kind of guy Vinnie De Angelia 
is. And you are right

0 ACCORDING lo figures recently 
released by the Registrar. Delta 
Zeta attained the highest average 
of any social group on the campus. 
The DZ braintcustera acquired a 2.S 
figure for the semester. September 
to February. Six sororitiet^ranked 
above the average of women stu- 
dents; four organizations fell below 
that mark. Highest of the fra- 
ternities, was Phi Alpha with a 2.7 
mark. Nine men’s groups surpassed 
the men's average; four fraternities 
were below that point. 

Several inferences may be made 
from an Impartial study of these 
figures. First, coeds received better 
marks than thair masculine class- 
mates. The average woman com- 
piled a 2.5 average; the average 
man was content with a 2.L 
Sorority girls were lower scho- 
lastically than their non-aorority 
sisters, while the fraternity man 
outdid his non-afflllated brethren. 
Sorority girls had 14 to the non- 
Greek 2.5. fraternity brothers got

• ARRANGEMENTS have been 
made for students to make appoint- 
ments for blood donation to the 
Red Cross blood bank at the Uni- 
versity hospital by contacting stud- 
ent representatives on the campus, 

Mina Brown and Ward McCabe, 
student co-chairmen of first aid an- 
nounced this week. 

It is a move to bolster the drive 
which had been lagging due to the 
difficulty of making and confirming 
volunteers’ appointments, the co- 
chairmen said. 

A table will be placed In the 
Student Club each Wednesday from 
4:30 to 6:00 p.m. at which McCabe 
will make appointments for the do- 
nations. or appointments may be 
made through any members of 
O.D.K. McCabe stated that a rep- 
resentative would be glad to attend 
the meeting of any social or other 
organization which wished to do- 
nate as a group. 

Donato Half Nonnal Amount 

The drive Is a part of the nation- 
wide effort on the part of the Red 
Cross to collect volunteer donations 
of blood for the use of the fighting 
forces and as a reserve against civ- 
ilian emergencies. The volunteers 
are asked to give only half the 
amount of a normal direct transfu- 
sion thereby making It possible for 
them to contribute with a minimum 
of danger and inconvenience. 

The University Hospital has pro- 
cured the special equipment and 
facilities necessary to the best han- 
dllBf of the work In order to pro- 
vide a place of more convenience 
for the student body and others 
who wish to contribute at this sta- 
tion, the chairmen said. The trans- 
fusion is taken under the most care- 
ful supervision of the medical staff 
of the hospital, who volunteer their 
services, and is performed in the 
operating room with complete med- 
ical attendance and precaution, they 
added. 

In order better to test and recom- 
mend the procedure. Miss Brown 
last week gave the transfusion and 
returned a full report, compliment- 
ing the staff and the arrangements. 

Make Afternoon Appointments 

Appointments are made at 2. 2:3a 
S. and 3:30 p.m., on the first five 
week days, and arrangements will 
be made shortly to take . transfu- 
sions on week-ends. The time re- 
quired for the transfusion and rest- 
ing afterward Is about thirty min- 
utes. 

It is recommended that the donor 
get a good night’s sleep before and 
after, and refrain from violent ex- 
ercise for a couple of days but oth- 


erwise there Is no disturbance to 
the nonnal routine except diet. The 
hospital requests that the donor 
refnin from any fats, proteins, or 
milk on the day of the donor, and 
that he eat no food during the 
three hours preceding the dona- 
tion. Immediately after, anything 
up to a steak dinner is pcrmisrible.
